The Emperor, finding inthe Exigence of 
his Affairs, he: could be~in no reafortable 
Poftnre to begin anew War, and efpe: pecy 
‘with fo Potent an Enemy as the King of Sme- 
den, fendsa Meflenger to. know, ‘what it is 
will fatisfiehim, and upon snaking his De- 
mands, he grants every, thing as che Publick 
Accounts fay, that the Swede could defire ; 
no matter whethef the Particulars are right 
or no, ‘the Parallel wil) hold I am fare, 
whether it be exaélly as it is Printed, that 
he has fent Count Zabor, bound Hand and 
Foot to the King of Smeden to ask his Par- 
don,that he has fen¢ the Silefian Officer that 
affronted bis Men, to make his fubmifhon, 
Ur be Puntth’d at his Difcretion ,that he has 
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cefions for the prefent,. with,a- Retina 
‘to break with him hereafter, | but i t inj Poligicks 


the Princes of the World do not alwayscon- 
fule their Honour. 
But 
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But to come to the Frewch, I cannot but 
think, had France been in its higheft unbro- 
ken Luftre and Glory, had it been at the 
tiine of the Duke of Luxembergh, and the 
Battle of Landen, when the French Armies 
were form’d of other kinds of People than 
they are now; had this ftorm been falling 
on their Affairs—The King of France would 
long ago have fent an Bmbaffy co the Con- 
federates,to ask them what it was they de- 
manded— And to let them know he would 
grant all their Conditions. 

It is certainly no Prudence'to playa loft 
Game; tis as impoffible in common Reafo- 
ning forfthe’King of Frawce to withftaad 
the Confederacy, fo Powerfully now Cemen- 
ted, fo refofately and unanimor fly fixt in 
recoveriftg- Liberty of Europe ; ’tis as 
impoflible for him I fay to hold it out, as ’tis 
for him to build a Bubel, a Tower up to Hea- 
ven— Je was the Obfervation of a Great 
Man, who ferved King Wiliam in the late 
War, that tho’ the French were every Sum- 
mer £6 Fighta Lynden— And have the bet- 
ter as the§ hg there of the Allies, chat yer 
in fo Years they would be Ruin’d, even by 
Vidtory, and be at laft deftroy’4d—His Rea- 
fons were, that they would lofe all their Ve- 
zeran Troops, which were Foreigners for the 
moft part, and would at laft be oblig’d to 


Fight with theirown People—And next the - 


Expence would wear him out—Whereas the 
Confederates having all Europe to hireTroops 
in, and ‘being Richer qc bottom, ‘as con- 
fifting of fo many vaft Kingdoms and States, 
they muft weary him out in both the one 
and the other. : 

Tt cannot be Piudence theréfore, 'Y fay, 
in the King‘ Of Frazce, to play this foft 
Gaine out—He ought to give it ups and as 
we fay i England, tellthem be will Fight no 
more, ot in the Language of the War, cry 
Quarter. 

But thet 1 am anfwer’d open Month wich 
an Out-ery ; Quarter, no, we will give him 
no Quarter—We’l] quarter him if you will, 
but we will give htm no other Quarter 
than to -puil him a down now, and 
feave him neither Name, Place, nor Gene- 
ration—— This isa fortofa Talk, has been 
an{wer’d already, by almoft all the Princes 


in this Confederacy, in theic Declarations, 
and Precenfions, and T have talk’d long e- 
nough on that Poist : “Tis Peace we Fight 
for, and ’tis Peace aii hon-fe Men wilh tor, 
provided iz be on uch Terms, as may be 
Equal, Juft, Honvouralsle and Safe. — 

As theretore the Dutch gave in Anfwer 
lafe Year vo tee Duks of Aavaria’s Letter 5 
His Ma;sity nay have Peace, whenever he 
pleatcs to think of making fuch Offers, as 
may be fati:ta@ory te tue feveral Preten- 
fiows 0° the Princesand S:ates concern’d in 
this Confederacy. 

Now it cunnot be, expeéted, when ’tis 
apparent the Confederates have, by the 
Blefling of GOD, the manifeft Advantage 
‘of the War, that they fhould be the firfc 
thac fhouid make Propofals. He that feeks 
Peace ought to make the Offer, and I am 
perfwaded, tho’ Thoulon fhould be taken, 
and all his mighty Mage2zines there de- 
ftroy’d, and the Confederated Armizs en- 
tring Spain, or pufhing fatther into Fruyce, 
yet that fhould the French effer but three 
Articlesas Preliminaries, be might put an 
immediate End to all thislong, bitter, and 
bloody Strife; and that I may not hold the 
Reader in fnfpenfe about thefe three Capiral- 


-Preliminarics, I fhall give them very fhorr. 


> 1, Rettore all rhat he has taken from, or 
‘Encroach’d vpon, of the Dominions of any 
of the Confederates. 

-2- Quitall the Preteafions of Philip Vito 
the Spanifh Monarchy, and either caufe him 
to refigo and renounce it, or join with the 
Confederates, and declare War againft him 
to ‘Expell] pim. 

. Reftore the Edi@ of Nawts to his Pro- 
teflart Subjedis. 

Granting thefe as Preliminaries, I cannot 
think my’ felf our, if | fay,. the: Confede- 
rates would Treat of a Peace with him, 
tho’ they were at the Gates of Pars. 

If the King of Frauce cannat. fye_ his.own 
Time, nor disown Iotereft, if he will be 
another Pbharach, there is no other Remedy 
he muft, go into the Red Sea, that: is, be o- 
verwhelm’d, and chat. make no queftioa 
will be the End of this War, if he ven 
tures tu hold it ‘ott ansther Summzr. 
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false never purpos’d to take up fo 
much of my Readers time in thefe Papers 
about the Church Affairs,had J not been at- 
tacked by an Author with fo much Confi- 
dence of Viétory, whois carrying ona De- 
fign, manifcAly pernicious to the Publick 
Peace. 

He fays,that the Presbyterians in Scotland,

And pray what is the Language of Tale- 
ration in Exgland, and Union in Scosjand,but 
this—For Volleration, "tis chat there being 
aDivition in England, in Matters uf Religi- 
on, that all endeavours, either of Recorcili- 
ation,or Comprehention, having been found 
Impraéticable and impoffible, for that one 


adheres unalterably to an Epifcopal Hiera> 
chy, and the other declare they cannot con:- 
ply with it+That therefore to preferve the 
Publick Peace, and to ere&t a Union of Cha-: 
rity, where it cannot be a Union of Judg- 
ment— Both agreethat there be an A& 
of Parliament pafs’d, for the fettling thisMat- 
terbya Law, fothat Civil Feud may Eter- 
nally ceafe; by this Law the Diffenters are to 
fatisie the Goverment of their Loyalty, 
and Peaceable Deportment, by faking the. 
Oaths of Allegiance, the Abjuration, the 
Declaration,’ Sc. and all that the Govern- 
ment delires that way 3 and to fatisfie and 
give Honour to the Church of Englandythey 
are to Sign gl) her Doétrinal Articles, and 
acknowledge them to be the Articles of 
their Faith—And on thefe Terms an Ereynal 

Pacification is made, and.the Diffenteris Tu 
lerated in his'Liberty of Worthip, yet the 
Churclr js fecur’d in her Eftablifhment by 
Law, which the QUEEN is Sworn on one 
Hand to maintain,and the Diffenter is Swore 
on the other.

ther can be ever able to Invade one another ? 
Taking no Notice of this Conftitution,
